St. Louis, Sept. 18 (A.P.).—One of 
the major social problems in the United 
States, steadily growing more important, 
is desertion and nonsupport, Patrick J. 
Shelly, chief probation officer of the 
city magistrates courts of New York 
City, declared in an address at the na- 
tional conference of Catholic Charities 
in session here today. 

“So many husbands are running away 
from their wives and so many wives are 
running away from their husbands that 
in many cases it has been necessary 
for social and religious groups to found 
national bureaus to take care of such 
cases,” he said. 

Statistics, Shelly said, showed that 
in from 80 to 95 per cent of the cases 
the husband was the one that struck 
out for freedom. He said one out of 
every four children in orphan asylums 
is a victim of desertion. 

The Rev. George P. O’Conor, director 
of Catholic Charities in Boston, said 
social welfare work in which religion 
does not play an important role is 
futile and will fail. 

“You have read, no doubt, the ap- 
palling statistics .of divorce in the 
United States published by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce,” he said. “Certain 
classes in our country are openly ad- 
vocating birth control. In public places, 
on the stage, on the screen, moral 
evil .is paraded in alluring colors before 
the eyes of all. Corruption is found 
in high places. Modern methods, it 
seems, have failed.” ‘

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GOV. SMITH AT OMAHA. 

Gov. Smith was greeted with great 
cordiality at Omaha yesterday, and his 
speech last night was punctuated with 
applause. Without using the cabalistic 
words “‘equalization fee,” he pledged him- 
self to the principle of control of the ex- 
portable surplus of farm crops, the cost 
of such control to be assessed against the 
crop benefited. This is the essence of 
the equalization fee proposal, by what- 
ever name it may be called. In reply to 
the suggestion that this plan would raise 
the cost of food prices in the cities, Gov. 
Smith expressed the belief that the 
farmer could obtain higher prices with- 
out increasing the cost of food to con- 
sumers. The formulation of a method 
of putting into effect his principle of 
control would be referred by Gov. Smith 
to a commission of experts to be named 
by him immediately after his election. 

Thus the issue, says Gov. Smith, is 
drawn between himself and Mr. Hoover; 
and unquestionably they disagree as to 
the method of dealing with farm relief. 
Mr. Hoover has not specifically con- 
demned the equalization fee proposal, 
but he is known to be opposed to it. In 
his speech of acceptance he renewed the 
party’s platform pledge to create a Fed- 
eral Farm Board of farmers, with power 
to build up “with Federal finance, farmer- 
owned and farmer-controlled stabilization 
corporations which will protect the 
farmer from the depression and demoral- 
ization of seasonal gluts and periodical 
surpluses.” 

Whether the Republican growers of 
staple crops will favor Gov. Smith’s plan 
to the extent of leaving their party to 
vote for him, rather than relying upon 
Mr. Hoover and his plan, is the question 
that agitates the minds of both party 
managements. Gov. Smith was in his 
element when he ridiculed the Republic- 
an promise to the farmers in 1924 and 
then repeated the promise in the same 
language in 1928, with nothing accom- 
plished in the meantime. He quoted 
Senator Norris and Gov. Lowden against 
the Republican platform pledge, and 
read extracts from Mr. Hoover’s utter- 
ances indicating that the Republican 
candidate had favored the cutting down 
of crops to meet domestic demands, and 
thus abolishing the bugaboo of the 
surplus. 

The New Yorker made a point of re- 
ferring to several “embarrassing ques- 
tions” put to him through an advertise- 
ment in an Omaha newspaper. To the 
question, “Do you believe the country 
would be more prosperous with liquor 
or without?” he retorted that the coun- 
try had never been “without liquor.” He 
does not believe, however, that the liquor 
question is the great issue of this cam- 
paign. He explained why he could sup- 
port dry candidates by saying that the 
Houston convention left every Democrat 
free to express himself on the subject. 
As to the problem that would arise if 
some States were dry and others wet, 
Gov. Smith resolved it into a proposition 
of police power, to be exercised by the 
State for prohibition or against it, as 
it saw fit. : 

Summed up, Gov. Smith’s first off- 
hand speech before a strange audience 
in unfamiliar territory was well‘received, 
and his simplicity of statement and 
homely wit made a distinct appeal.

A WORKABLE AUTOGYRO. 


The first autogyro flight between 


London 


and Paris has been completed. In his queer 


machine, described as resembling a windmill 
in flight, Senor J. de la Cierva jumped first 


from Croydon, near London, to Lympne, on 


the Kent coast, and thence across the Channel 
to St. Ingelvert, near Cape Gris-Nez. The third 
jump was to have taken the machine to Le 
Bourget, but motor trouble forced a landing 
at Abbeville. After repairs had been com- 
pleted the final jump was made. 

The first autogyro flight across. the Eng- 
lish Channel may rival in historic importance 
the first airplane flight from France to Great 
Britain. Thus far, of course, the autogyro 
has been of little practical importance. Dif- 
fering from the airplane in several] important 
mechanical and structural characteristics, the 
autogyro is unique in its ability to ascend 
straight upward, without a preliminary run, 
and to hover motionless at the will of the 
operator. Both from the commercial and the 
military viewpoints such a machine, when per- 
fected, would be of great value. The Army 
and Navy could utilize it for observation pur- 
poses. Commercial aviation could use it to 
land in restricted areas—say upon the rools 
of buildings—and as an air link between the 
flying field and the center of population. 

Ever since man became interested in the 
airplane he has experimented with variou; 
types of autogyros, Senor de la Cierva’s 
machine is the most suecessful that has been 
produced. His flight from London to Paris 
affords convincing evidence that he is not 
wasting his time upon a theoretically imprac- 
tical machine, The scientific and aeronautieal 
world will watch his further experiments with 
increased interest. °

Since the great gale of September 23. 
1815, known in history as “the great 
September gale.” In that gale no part 
of the New England coast escaped, al- 
though it was much more terrific in 
some parts than in others. It was pre- 


tinued for about 24 hours. Early in 
the morning the wind began to blow 
violently, and steadily increased in 
force until its culmination about noon. 
On the rivers the spray was raised in 
some places to a height of 100 feet in 
the form of white clouds. In Boston 
many buildings were blown down; all 
orchards were destroyed and all vessels 
in the harbor driven high up on the 
shore. Providence, in Rhode Island, 
suffered a loss of property to the 
amount of many million dollars, ac- 
companied by a fearful loss of life.

EFFECTS OF FATIGUE. 

Industrial research has shown that 
the fatigued worker's output falls off, 
quality suffers, and carelessness de- 
velops. Accidents are most numerous 
shortly before quitting time, says Wal- 
ter Freeman, professor of neurology at 
George Washington University. 

Fatigue is a normal protective mech- 
anism preventing overloading of the 
human organisms, just as a fuse pre- 
vents overloading of an electrical cir- 
cuit. The utterly fatigued person can 
not continue and must, therefore, stop 
in spite of himself. 

The point of complete exhaustion is 
seldom reached. At a certain stage the 
“second wind” develops, and our minds, 
shutting out disturbing impressions, 
continue to function at a high level of 
efficiency and very economically, so 
that we can go along more or less au- 
depleting our energy re- 
serves slowly. 

If the energy output persistently ex- 
ceeds recuperative powers a condition 
of chronic fatigue develops. In this 


State people are irritable, resentful. 
brooding, discouraged and may rage or 
weep over trifles. Some take refuge in 
drink or in hectic amusements, but 
the time comes when even pleasures 
can not be enjoyed, and the terrific 
load of weariness pervades every wak- 
ing moment. Insomnia prolongs these 
moments; indigestion and headaches 
develop anti worry spreads the black 
pall of fear over the individual’s imag- 
ination. The vicious circle of fatigue, 
failure, worry, leads inevitably to zero 
efficiency. This again is the normal 
protective mechanism against exhaus- 
tion. The chronically fatigued person 
is absolutely compelled to rest. If he 
is wise he will do so before his effici- 
ency drops or disagreeable

Maj. Daniel J. Donovan, District 
auditor, yesterday transmitted the final 
municipal estimates for 1930 to the 
Bureau of the Budget.
